pint of sweet milk. 
Mix to a thick 


batter, drop in squares on a very hoi 
greased griddle, .and bake brown or 
both'sides. Serve with butter, maple 
syrup'or honey.

COOKING WITH SOUR MILK. 


Vigorous Beating Necessary to Make 


It Mix Smoothly. 


' 
Some cooks decry the use of sour 


milk cookery, because of the difficulty 
of mixing it smoothly with other in- 
gredients, and a bit of sour curd is a 
decidedly- unpleasant thing to meet in 
a corn cake or muffin. This is obviat- 
ed by a few vigorous whirls of the egg 
beater in tho bowl or pitcher which 
contains the sour milk. The curds and 
whey are thus smoothly mixed, and 
the thick milk can be poured from one 
dish to another as easily as cream. 


The proper proportion of soda Is 


one-naif of a level teaspoonful-to each 
cupful of thick sour milk. As gas he- 
gins - to escape as soon as the acid 
. meets the soda, tho latter should not 
he dissolved in the inilk, but like bak- 
ing powder should be sifted with the 
flour. 


Useful Table Heaters. 


Table heaters are useful in keeping 


loadfhot when it must come from a 
considerable distance. 
Many hotels 


use them, but they are also a ,great 
convenience in private houses 
that 


have basement kitchens. The heaters 
are constructed with a nickel or iron 
framo. on top of which sets a nickel 
tray large enough to hold an ordinary 
sized meat plate or one or two smaller 
dishes. 
Underneath is 
an 
alcohol 


lamp. The heaters are low, of orna- 
mental designs. 


For Cleaning • Kid 
Gloves. 


This recipe may he applied to the 


most delicate tints and there is no 
odor; it is more desirable than naph- 
tha or gasoline. 


i 'Put the gloves on the hand and then 
take a piece of white flannel and 
moisten it very slightly with sweet 
milk. 
• 


Hub on gently a little pieco of castile 


noap and carefully go over the soiled 
gloves until clean. 
Then rub with 


dry flannel cloth. 


Cranberry Pot Pie.

TO CLEAN GLOVES PROPERLY. 


Care and a Little Judgment All That 


Is Necessary.

and 
delicaiely tinted kid 


gloves may be cleaned; by anyone who 
•will proceed carefully and with some 
degree of judgment. 
: . 
' ' -. 


.Light gloves should he worn as of- 
ten as possible before the first clean- 
ing. If used carefully and the badly 
soiled places 
rubbed 
lightly with 


soiled bread crumbs each tifne after 
wearing the first cleaning can be pro: 
longed quite a while, but after..llght 
gloves have once been cleaned they 
soil readily and should not be allowed 
to become too soiled before submitting 
them tx/another treatment. 


A very good preparation for clean- 


ing gloves is. made by mixing together 
equal quantities of finely powdered 
alum and pipe clay or fuller's earth.','; 


Dip a piece of flannel in the mixture 


and rub the soiled,parts with it, light- 
ly at first so as to loosen the soil and 
not rub it in. 


Repeat the rubbings until the gloves 


are quite clean, then wipe them 'with 
a piece of clean flannel. Bran should 
then be rubbed all over the glove with 
French chalk and wiped off with a 
soft, clean cloth. 
' 
. 


Gloves should always be laid away 


in tissue paper, for it aids in preserv- 
ing the elasticity of the kid and keeps 
the gloves In a good condition. 


THE USEFUL LAMP STOVE. 


Economical and Greatly Simplifies

A blue flame oil stove for'cooking 


simplifies kitchen work especially for 
a family of two. A stove with a res- 
ervoir holding a gallon will burn con- 
tinuously for six hours.

For instance, when the

Camclon of Beef, a Recipe That Is 


Well Worth Trying. 


To make this get two pounds of beef 


from the round and have the butcher 
chop it flue. Mix thoroughly with one 
small onion chopped flue or 
f\ tea- 


fuls minced parsley, four rounding ta- 
spoonful of onion juice, t\yo table- 
spoonfuls minced parsley, four round- 
ing 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
soft 
bread 


crumbs, three tahlcspoonfuls melted 
•butter, two teaspoonfuls 
of 
Icinou 


juice and the grated yellow rind of a 
half lemon, two loaspoonfiils of salt, 
a half teaspoonful of pepper, hair a 
teaspoonful of celery 
suit 
and 
the 


yolks of three eggs, uealun. Roll into 
a compact, oblong shape, wrap In one 
thickness of buttered paper, place In 
a baking pan with a tablesponful of 
hot water, and bake about -10 minutes 
in a hot oven. Haste frequently with 
two tablepocmfuls of butter melted in 
a half cup boiling water. As soon as 
done, remove, the paper and servo with 
a brown sauce, or when nearly cooked 
turn onto the b:-,k:ng pan a 'ball' can 
of hot tomatoes that have boon sea- 
soned to taste with sail, popper, but- 
ter and sngar and finish the baiting. 
When ready for (ho table garnish with 
parsley. 


SHORTBREAD IN NEW STYLE. 


Delicious Confection According to a 


Scotch , Recipe. 


Put a -scant two pounds of butter 


In a basin, warm by setting; the sauce- 
pan in hot water, then beat to a cream 
with a wooden spoon. 
Add slowly 


20' ounces sifted, crushed loaf sugar, 
stirring well to obtain a white appear- 
ance. 
Add a little lemon peel cut 


fine, a spoonful or two of milk, and 
stir in Hour lo make a short paste, 
taking care not to have it too stiff. 
Divide into pieces (this quantity will 
make about 1C) and work out each 
pieco with the hand into flat round 
cakes about a quarter of an Inch in 
thickness and as nearly as possible 
the ^ same size. 
Pinch the edges all 


around with the finger and thumb; 
cut a small round out of the center, 
sprinkle a few caraway comma on top 
and bake oh flat lins, covered with 
paper, from three-quarters of an hour 
to an hour. 
They should l>e a pale 


golden color when done. The pieces 
.will need U> be parted again with a 
knife, as they join in the baking. 
Some cooks dredge them with sugar 
before baking and In about. 20 minutes 
dredge again, then finish the baking. 


Brown Broth. 


Put two tablcspocmfuls of butler in 


a frying pan, add (wo tablespoons of 
chopped onions, two of chopped car- 
rots and cook until a goldon brown. 
Put these In a kettle with it quart of 
boiling water and a bay leaf, and •sim- 
mer for fifteen minutes; press through 
a sieve. While tho soup is simmering 
put about a tablespoonful of sugar In 
an iron saucepan, and when it browns 
and burns add two or three table- 
spoonfuls of chopped onions, then two 
or threo tablespoonfuis of water; add 
this to tho simp; add n teaspoonful 
of salt and a sulls|jonnl'ul of pepper. 
Strain tho soup, return it to the kettle, 
add half a pint, of blocks of broad 
that have been stirred up with beaten 
egg; bring to a boll and serve with 
grated cheese. 


Jeulekage. 


This is a time-honored holiday cake 


among ail Scandinavians. 
To make 


it, melt throe ounces of butler, Hoop- 
ing back the salt. 
Stir well with two 


tahlespoonl'uls .of ungar,

whole eggs.

Put In a warm place to rise. When 
light, make in (ho shape of a round 
loaf of bread, sprinkle with sugar, let 
it rise again, then bake about an hour 
in a hot oven.
